W  Mike  Hinkle 

Don’t  let  that  relaxed  Southern  manner  fool  you.  W.  Mike  Hinkle  (“Mike” 
to  his  clients)  is  a  sharp,  thoroughly  professional  numismatist  who  has  spent 
almost  half  of  his  life  collecting,  studying  and  dealing  in  rare  U.S.  coinage. 
Mike  was  born  in  Lexington  Kentucky.  His  first  experiences  in  numismatics 
began  in  1966.  At  that  time,  silver  coinage  was  being  pulled  from  circulation 
by  the  U.S.  government.  Mike  decided  it  would  be  fun  to  collect  examples  of 
these  coins  before  they  disappeared. 

During  the  next  few  years,  Mike’s  interest  and  experience  in  rare  coins 
grew  rapidly.  He  frequented  coin  shows,  bought  and  sold  coins  for  high 
school  friends  and,  in  1971,  made  his  first  professional  numismatic  contact: 
Jonathan  Kern.  Kern  was  so  impressed  with  Mike’s  numismatic  knowledge 
and  enthusiasm  that  he  took  Mike  with  him  on  business  trips. 

Upon  graduation  from  high  school,  Mike  enrolled  at  the  University  of 
Kentucky.  His  education  was  temporarily  interrupted,  however,  when,  at  the 
tender  age  of  21,  W.  Mike  Hinkle  became  Director  of  Sales  for  the  Steve  Ivy 
Rare  Coin  Company.  “I  learned  a  lot  at  Steve’s.  I  gained  the  ability  to  service 
all  sorts  of  collector  needs.  I  developed  the  capacity  to  survive  the  pressures 
of  a  big  coin  company.  And  I  gained  particular  expertise  in  Morgan  Dollars, 
Peace  Dollars,  rare  gold  and  patterns.  A  lot  of  what  I  picked  up  then  helps  me 
make  the  right  decisions  at  NERCG  now.” 

Mike  left  the  Ivy  Company  to  complete  his  education.  He  received  a  B.A. 
in  December  of  1977  and,  after  marrying  the  former  Elizabeth  Cornn,  he  joined 
NERCG  in  1978.  “I  like  the  New  England  area.  It’s  a  good  place  to  study  and 
collect  coins.  It’s  historic.  Besides,  I  knew  the  rare  coin  market  was  about  to 
take  off.  NERCG  was  one  of  the  few  places  that  had  the  facilities  to  take 
advantage  of  that.  There  are  some  real  numismatic  geniuses  here.” 

Mike  feels  that  there  are  still  some  pitfalls  to  collecting  rare  coins,  but 
he’s  bullish  about  rare  coins’  investment  potential.  And  he  enjoys  passing  his 
knowledge  on  to  collectors.  “Collectors  have  got  to  be  shrewd.  And  if  they 
haven’t  developed  the  expertise,  they  should  find  someone  who  has.  Experts 
keep  you  from  getting  trapped.”

The  program  approach. 

For  collectors,  the  booming  popularity  of  rare  coins  is  both  a 
blessing  and  a  curse.  On  the  positive  side,  today’s  unprecedently  high 
demand  for  quality  rare  coinage  is  helping  to  boost  the  value  of 
virtually  everyone’s  collections.  On  the  other  hand,  most  rare  coin 
collectors  are  finding  it  increasingly  difficult  to  locate  new  specimens 
of  top-quality  coinage.  Often,  the  pieces  one  tries  to  order  from  rare 
coin  catalogs,  or  from  advertisements  in  numismatic  publications,  are 
gone  before  you  can  dial  the  dealer’s  phone  number.  And  with  the  price 
of  rare  coins  today,  many  collectors  simply  can't  afford  to  buy  pieces 
at  a  moment’s  notice. 

This  is  why  many  collectors  have  begun  reassessing  the  way  they 
collect  —  and  increasing  numbers  of  collectors  are  concluding  that,  in 
today’s  competitive  collecting  arena,  enrolling  in 
“collection/investment  programs”  is  the  only  way  to  get  the  coins  one 
wants.  Collection/investment  programs  enable  collectors  to  form  a 
close  partnership  with  a  numismatic  firm  and/or  numismatist.  This 
partnership  enables  anyone  to  collect  coins  like  an  expert  —  because 
it  puts  the  tremendous  knowledge  and  experience  of  a  professional  at 
the  collector’s  disposal.  It’s  also  an  invaluable  aid  in  helping  the 
collector  locate  and  secure  the  coins  he  needs  —  before  those  coins 
can  be  located  and  snapped  up  by  another  collector. 

this  doesn't  mean  that  collection/investment  programs  are  for 
everyone.  Before  enrolling  in  any  program,  it’s  important  to  analyze 
your  own  collecting  goals  and  preferences  in  light  of  the  three  basic 
collecting  options:  (1)  collecting  without  a  program,  (2)  collecting 
through  a  “pre-packaged”  program  and  (3)  collecting  through  a 
“personally  tailored”  program.  To  help  you  analyze  which  option  is 
best  for  your  own  circumstances,  here  are  a  few  pros  and  cons  you 
ought  to  be  aware  of: 

Collecting  without  a  program. 

Some  collectors  consider  collecting  without  a  program  as  the 
most  aesthetically  satisfying  collecting  option  —  because  collectors 
without  programs  have  no  real  restrictions  on  what  or  when  they 
collect  (except,  of  course,  financial  restrictions).  These  collectors 
simply  acquire  whatever  they  want  whenever  they  can  afford  it.  And, 
in  freely  picking  and  choosing  from  rare  coin  catalogs  and 
advertisements,  these  collectors  experience  a  sharp  sense  of 
adventure  —  much  like  the  experience  of  treasure-hunting. 


Moreover,  collecting  without  a  program  enables  the  collector  to 
bypass  some  of  the  headaches  involved  in  dealing  with  some 
professional  coin  dealers.  For  example,  these  collectors  are  never 
bothered  by  telephone  sales  calls  simply  because  they  hardly  ever 
talk  with  dealers.  Nor  do  these  collectors  have  to  go  to  the  work  of 
locating  a  trustworthy,  highly-skilled  numismatist.  By  collecting 
without  a  program,  collectors  put  their  full  trust  in  their  own 
numismatic  skill. 

Yet,  if  these  collectors  easily  avoid  the  pitfalls  of  dealing  with 
professional  numismatists,  they  also  forgo  the  advantages.  And 
many  collectors  have  found  that  these  advantages  far  outweigh  the 
disadvantages.  For  example,  in  “treasure-hunting"  for  coins, 
collectors  sometimes  forget  that  the  coins  which  tickle  their  own 
fancies  are  not  always  the  coins  which  will  excite  other  collectors 
Hence,  these  coins  may  not  be  readily  saleable  when  the  treasure- 
hunter  finally  decides  to  liquidate.  A  skilled,  professional 
numismatist  who  keeps  daily  track  of  rare  coin  market  trends  can 
help  the  collector  find  coins  that  are  both  aesthetically  pleasing  and 
easily  liquidated.  Skilled  numismatists  are  also  invaluable  for  helping 
collectors  search  for  particular  coin  types  and  dates  that  will  fill  gaps 
in  collections.  This  is  because,  as  a  professional,  the  numismatist  is 
usually  in  touch  with  many  more  rare  coin  suppliers  than  the  average 
collector.  Of  course,  having  a  professional  numismatist  locate  coins 
for  you  may  take  some  of  the  fun  out  of  rare  coin  “treasure-hunting." 
but  it  also  increases  your  chances  of  obtaining  exactly  what  you  want 
when  you  want  it. 


Collecting  through  a  pre-packaged  plan. 

This,  in  fact,  is  why  more  and  more  collectors  today  are  enrolling 
in  “pre-packaged"  collection/investment  programs  Dozens  of 
advertisements  for  these  programs  appear  each  month  in 
numismatic  publications.  Usually,  they  are  introduced  to  the  public 
as  “clubs":  “The  Silver  Dollar  Club,”  “The  Morgan  Dollar  Club,  "The 
$20  Gold  Collectors'  Club.”  etc.  In  joining  one  of  these  clubs,  you 
give  your  name  and  address  to  a  numismatist  and/or  numismatic 
firm.  In  turn,  the  numismatic  firm  sends  you  a  specified  dollar 
amount  of  a  specified  coin  type  over  a  specified  period  (e  g  $200 
worth  of  Morgan  Dollars  each  month;  $400  worth  of  $20  gold  each  6 
months;  etc.). 
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The  advantages  of  such  clubs  are  clear.  First,  the  coins  you 
receive  will  probably  be  of  a  more  consistently  high  quality  than 
those  acquired  through  treasure-hunting.  This  is  because  the  club’s 
numismatist  knows  that,  to  keep  you  as  a  club  member,  the  club 
must  continually  supply  you  with  quality  material.  Moreover,  a  good 
club  numismatist  has  easier  access  to  quality  material  than  the 
average  collector  —  simply  because  numismatists  are  in  constant 
personal  contact  with  hundreds  of  rare  coin  suppliers.  And,  rather 
than  ordering  from  catalogs  and  advertisements,  professional 
numismatists  are  able  to  personally  examine  dozens  of  rare  coins 
before  choosing  the  ones  he  thinks  you’ll  like.  The  average  collector 
simply  doesn’t  have  the  time  to  be  this  meticulous.  Nor  will  the 
average  collector  be  able  to  consistently  select  coins  that  are  both 
aesthetically  pleasing  and  easily  saleable  —  because,  unlike  the 
professional  numismatist,  the  collector  cannot  spend  each  day 
monitoring  and  analyzing  rare  coin  market  trends. 

The  second  advantage  of  pre-packaged  programs  is  that  there’s 
very  little  work  involved  for  the  collector.  To  join,  all  you  have  to  do  is 
to  sign  on  the  dotted  line.  Almost  immediately,  you’ll  begin  receiving 
coins  —  without  having  to  consult  a  numismatist  or  go  through  the 
trouble  of  creating  your  own  collection/investment  strategy. 
Additionally,  you’ll  receive  coins  on  a  regular  basis.  For  the  collector 
interested  in  building  up  the  value  of  his  financial  portfolio,  this 
steady  influx  of  coinage  is  often  better  than  irregular  purchases 
through  treasure-hunting. 

However,  many  of  these  “advantages”  are  considered  disadvan¬ 
tages  by  some  collectors.  Specifically,  these  collectors  feel  that  “pre¬ 
packaging”  does  not  allow  for  diversity  or  flexibility  in  one’s  collecting 
activities.  Diversity  is  particularly  important  if  you’re  trying  to  build  an 
easily  saleable  collection.  The  more  diverse  your  collection  in  terms  of 
coin  types  and  dates,  the  better  your  chances  of  quickly  finding  buyers 
for  your  material  when  you  finally  decide  to  liquidate.  Joining  a 
“Morgan  Dollar  Club”  or  a  “$20  Gold  Club”  doesn’t  allow  for  this 
diversity.  It  allows  the  collector  to  buy  only  one  specific  coin  type. 

Flexibility,  in  terms  of  the  money  you  spend  and  the  frequency 
with  which  you  receive  coins,  is  also  important.  No  one’s  financial 
status  or  goals  ever  remain  stagnant  —  and  a  program  which  cannot 
adjust  for  these  conditions  cannot  fully  service  the  collector’s  needs. 
Often,  collectors  who  enroll  in  pre-packaged  programs  find  that  they 
soon  outgrow  them.  With  increased  income  comes  the  desire  to 
receive  greater  amounts  of  rare  coinage;  or  the  desire  to  receive  rare 
coins  more  frequently;  or  the  need  for  placing  coins  in  trusts  and 
retirement  plans.  But  rules  of  pre-packaged  programs  are 
unchangeable.  Collectors  who  enroll  in  them  soon  realize  that  these 
“clubs”  are  designed  to  please  certain  categories  of  collectors.  They 
haven’t  been  designed  to  serve  the  needs  of  individuals. 


Collecting  through  personally  tailored  programs. 

For  collectors  who  want  the  greatest  possible  diversity,  the 
most  flexibility  and  all  the  advantages  a  professional  numismatist 
can  supply,  personally-tailored  collection/investment  programs  have 
proven  the  best  option.  To  enroll  in  them,  the  collector  must  locate  a 
numismatic  firm  which  offers  such  programs  and  then  contact  a 
numismatist  in  that  firm.  The  collector  should  be  ready  to  discuss 
what  he  presently  feels  are  his  collecting  goals  and  preferences;  how 
much  he  wants  to  spend;  over  what  period  of  time;  and  on  what  types, 
dates  and  grades  of  rare  coinage.  The  numismatist  will  help  the 
collector  refine  the  details  of  his  program  and  begin  sending  the 
collector  coins.  While  the  program  is  operating,  the  numismatist  will 
be  in  constant  readiness  to  further  refine  its  details  as  the  collector’s 
financial  situation  or  collecting  goals  shift. 

There  are  some  drawbacks  to  personally-tailored  programs. 
Since  the  collector  will  depend  to  a  great  extent  upon  the  skill  and 
reliability  of  a  particular  numismatist,  it’s  important  that  the  collector 
spend  time  evaluating  which  numismatic  firm  and/or  numismatist  is 
best  for  him.  Additionally,  analyzing  your  own  collecting  goals  and 
financial  needs  is  more  time-consuming  than  simply  signing  on  the 
dotted  line  to  join  a  pre-packaged  program. 

However,  the  advantages  of  a  personally-tailored 
collection/investment  program  are  quite  attractive.  Only  through  a 
personally-tailored  program  can  the  collector  determine  his  own 
collecting  strategy  and  have  all  the  advantages  of  professional 
numismatic  guidance.  Moreover,  in  a  properly  constructed  personal 
program  the  constant  rapport  between  numismatist  and  collector 
means  greater  service  for  the  collector.  Often,  the  numismatist  will 
call  his  client  to  inform  him  of  newly  available  rare  coin  offerings 
before  those  coins  are  offered  through  catalogs  or  advertisements. 
And,  by  exchanging  ideas  and  information  with  the  numismatist,  the 
client  is  provided  with  an  enjoyable  learning  experience  while  the 
numismatist  learns  how  to  better  serve  the  client’s  particular 
collecting  needs. 

Choosing  your  option. 

Of  course,  none  of  these  options  is  exclusive.  If  you  have  the 
time  and  money,  you  could  collect  coins  through  all  three.  But  if 
you're  like  most  collectors,  your  resources  will  only  allow  you  to  use 
one,  or  perhaps  two,  options(s)  at  any  one  time.  In  choosing  your 
option(s),  analyze  your  own  level  of  expertise  and  the  services  your 
collecting  circumstances  require.  If  you  feel  confident  in  picking  and 
choosing  coins  from  catalogs  and  advertisements,  a  collecting 
program  may  not  be  right  for  you.  But  if  you’d  like  aid  of  any  kind  in 
collecting,  investing  in,  or  selling  rare  coins  —  or  if  you’d  simply  like 
to  bypass  some  of  today’s  fierce  competition  for  quality  coinage  — 
look  into  rare  coin  collecting  programs. 


Market  Report 


The  price  of  gold  bullion  has  stabilized  this  month  at  around  $240 
per  ounce.  However,  this  hasn’t  slowed  buying  and  selling  activity  in 
rare  gold  coinage.  Double  Eagles  in  particular  are  showing  substantial 
gains.  For  example,  several  double  eagles  were  sold  for  premium 
prices  this  month  at  New  England  Rare  Coin  Auctions’  Metropolitan 
New  York  Sale  (the  annual  auction  of  the  Metropolitan  New  York 
Numismatic  Association).  An  1883-S  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle  in 
MS-65  was  purchased  by  a  Metro  bidder  for  $3,300.  An  1887-S  Liberty 
Head  Double  Eagle  in  MS-63,  estimated  to  be  worth  approximately 
$500-$800  prior  to  auction,  sold  for  $2,700. 

The  price  of  silver  bullion  is  down  slightly  from  last  month,  and  it 
will  probably  stabilize  at  around  $7.50  per  ounce.  Originally,  we 
expected  silver  and  gold  bullion  prices  to  drop  drastically.  The  recent 
peace  treaty  signing  between  Israel  and  Egypt,  and  the  resultant  U.S. 
aid  to  those  countries,  should  have  created  a  dip  in  bullion  values. 
However,  it  seems  that  the  Arab  boycott  of  Egypt  and  the  U.S.,  along 


with  increased  oil  prices,  have  negated  the  peace  treaty’s  potential 
effects.  Thus,  bullion  prices  have  stabilized  rather  than  dropped. 

Despite  stagnant  bullion  prices,  rare  silver  coinage  is  still  doing 
extremely  well  in  most  areas.  All  silver  dollars  are  moving  up, 
especially  S-Mint  Dollars  —  which  we  predict  will  soon  hit  new  highs 
—  and  Peace  Dollars  in  MS-65.  Early  date  Washington  Quarters  are 
particularly  strong  as  well,  with  the  only  downturns  occurring  in 
1943-S,  1946-S  and  1955-D  issues. 

In  other  areas,  prices  for  Commemorative  Gold  and  Proof  coinage 
remains  stable.  However,  mid-priced  Silver  Commemoratives  are 
beginning  to  rise.  Indian  Cents  have  made  slight  gains  and  Copper- 
Nickel  Cents  continue  to  gradually  increase  in  price.  The  real  surprise 
of  the  month  is  Lincoln  Cents.  Their  prices  have  shown  strong  gains  in 
every  date  through  1960.  At  this  time,  it’s  difficult  to  predict  how  long 
this  extremely  favorable  showing  will  continue  but,  for  the  present, 
trends  look  very  good  for  copper  collectors.

Filling  out  my  tax  forms  reminded  me  that  some  of  your  ads  say  that 
coin  profits  can  be  taxed  as  long-term  capital  gains.  I’m  not  ready  to 
sell  quite  yet  but,  just  for  future  reference,  how  can  I  get  my  coin 
profits  taxed  this  way?  —  K.T.,  New  York,  N.Y. 

Simply  request  Form  1040  and  follow  the  IRS’s  instructions  for 
recording  long-term  capital  gains.  However,  before  selling  your 
coins,  keep  two  important  considerations  in  mind.  First,  be  sure  to 
keep  detailed  records  regarding  the  condition,  date  and  price  at 
which  you  originally  purchased  your  coins.  Otherwise,  the  IRS  may 
question  the  amount  of  capital  gain  you  claim  on  a  coin.  This  could 
be  disastrous.  For  example,  let's  say  that  you’re  in  a  30%  tax  bracket. 
Under  current  law,  that  means  your  capital  gains  would  be  taxed  at 
12%  (40%  your  normal  tax  rate).  If  you  bought  a  Morgan  Dollar  for 
$40  and  sold  it  for  $100,  you  may  claim  capital  gains  of  $60  and  ask  to 
be  taxed  on  that  basis  —  i.e.  you  ask  to  pay  only  12%  of  your  $60 
profit  (or  $7.20)  in  taxes.  However,  without  being  able  to  prove  that 
you  bought  the  Morgan  at  $40,  the  IRS  may  claim  that,  at  the  time  you 
purchased  the  coin,  it  was  only  worth  $1  (its  face  value).  The  IRS 
could  then  tax  you  on  the  basis  of  a  $99  capital  gain  —  meaning  that 
you  would  have  to  pay  a  tax  of  $11.88.  This  is  why  it’s  crucial  to  retain 
your  copies  of  New  England  invoices  when  you  purchase  coins  from 
Inventory  Selections. 

Additionally,  try  to  hold  onto  your  coins  for  at  least  12  months. 
Any  investment  must  be  retained  for  at  least  this  long  before  profits 
from  its  sale  can  qualify  as  long-term  capital  gains. 


Do  you  know  of  any  other  high-relief  coins  I  can  collect?  I  purchased  a 
[high-relief]  $20  St.  Gaudens  piece  a  few  months  ago  and  I  think  they 
are  beautiful  and  I  wish  more  coins  had  been  designed  this  way.  — 
J.B.,  Arlington,  TX. 

The  1907  High  Relief  St.  Gaudens  Double  Eagle  certainly  is  a  lovely 
coin.  Another  high-relief  piece  you  might  enjoy  is  the  1921  Peace 

Dollar.  Its  designer,  Anthony  DeFran- 
cisci,  greatly  admired  St.  Gaudens’ 
work.  As  originally  conceived,  all 
Peace  Dollars  were  to  have  the  same 
type  of  concave  fields  and  high-relief 
features  as  the  original  1907  Double 
Eagle.  Unfortunately,  DeFrancisci’s 
design  proved  impractical.  The 
extremely  concave  fields  of  his  Peace 
Dollarcould  only  be  created  by 
pressing  Peace  Dollar  dies  very  deeply 
into  planchets.  This,  in  turn,  required  a 
great  deal  of  pressure  be  exerted  when 
pressing  Peace  Dollar  planchets 
between  dies.  Under  this  pressure,  the  dies  wore  out  too  quickly.  By 
the  end  of  1921,  George  Morgan,  Chief  Engraver  of  the  U.S.  Mint, 
ordered  DeFrancisci’s  design  flattened.  All  Peace  Dollars  minted  after 
1921  carry  Morgan’s  revision  of  the  original  design. 


I  read  your  piece  in  the  March  Inventory  Selections  regarding  how  to 
spot  counterfeit  Peace  Dollars.  If  you  get  such  inquiries  in  the  future, 
may  we  suggest  you  refer  to  the  A.N.A.  Certification  Service?  —  The 
A.N.A.,  Colorado  Springs,  CO. 

You  certainly  may!  Our  thanks  to  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  for  pointing  out  our  oversight.  Last  month,  we 
reported  that  ‘‘barring  a  professional  third- 
party  examination,  or  a  guarantee  of 
authenticity,  there  is  no  way  for  the 
average  collector  to  protect  himself  from 
buying  counterfeit  coins.”  However,  we 
forgot  to  mention  that  collectors  can  also 
check  the  authenticity  of  rare  coins  by 
contacting  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  Certification  Service 
(ANACS). 

ANACS,  like  its  parent,  the  A.N.A.,  is 
a  non-profit,  federally  chartered  service 
organization.  ANACS  staff  members 
examine  hundreds  of  coins  each  week  and 
furnish  coin  owners  with  “ANACS  papers” 

(which  you’ll  see  us  refer  to  from  time  to 
time  in  Inventory  Selections  coin  listings). 

These  papers  are  simply  statements  of  ANACS’s  opinion  regarding  a 
coin’s  authenticity.  ANACS  does  not  guarantee  that  their  opinions 
will  be  correct  100%  of  the  time.  However,  ANACS  staff  members  are 
thoroughly  knowledgeable  numismatic  examiners  who  have 
widespread  reputations  for  accuracy. 

You  need  not  be  an  A.N.A.  member  to  take  advantage  of  ANACS. 
However,  the  organization  does  require  that  collectors  pay  a  minimal 
fee  for  ANACS  services.  This  fee  helps  the  A.N.A.  cover  ANACS’s 
staffing  and  overhead  costs.  For  complete  information,  write:

The  last  page  of  your  [March]  catalog  lists  an  “Unlisted  Pattern 
Electrotype.”  Can  you  tell  me  what  that  is?  —  T.P.,  Oakland,  CA. 

Electrotypes  are  copies  of  coins,  tokens  or  medals  made  by  the 
process  of  electroplating.  This  involves  making  a  wax  mold  of  the  piece 
being  copied  and  suspending  that  mold  in  a  bath  of  liquid  metal. 
Electricity  is  then  passed  through  the  bath,  causing  a  thin  shell  of 
metal  to  form  on  the  mold’s  surface.  The  shell  is  then  cooled  and  filled 
with  an  inexpensive  metal  backing.  In  order  to  make  one  electrotype, 
two  such  shells  must  be  filled  and  joined  together  (one  shell  for  the 
obverse,  one  for  the  reverse). 

The  electrotype  offered  in  the  March  issue  of  Inventory 
Selections  was  particularly  interesting  in  that  whoever  made  it 
combined  the  obverse  of  an  1862  Liberty  Head  Eagle  with  the  reverse 
of  a  braided  Large  Cent.  Usually,  electrotypes  feature  the  obverse 
and  reverse  of  a  single  coin. 

I  would  greatly  appreciate  your  opinion  on  the  following  matter:  My 
understanding  of  the  term  “luster”  is  the  minute  wrinkling  of  the 
surface  metal  as  it  flows  while  being  struck  by  the  die.  “Brilliance” 
refers  to  original  color,  not  luster.  Therefore,  a  coin  cannot  be  “Brilliant 
Uncirculated”  and  “toned.”  Is  my  thinking  correct?  —  H.L., 
Edmundston,  N.B.,  Canada. 

Lustre  is  indeed  caused  by  the  minute  wrinkling  you  refer  to.  However, 
it’s  not  quite  accurate  to  say  that  this  wrinkling  is  lustre.  Actually, 
lustre  is  the  reflection  of  light  as  it  bounces  off  a  coin’s  surface. 
“Brilliance”  refers  to  the  degree  of  lustre,  and  has  little  to  do  with 
coloration.  Any  coin  that  is  described  as  brilliant  should  have  highly 
reflective  surfaces.  A  toned  coin  may  be  called  “Brilliant  Uncirculated” 
as  long  as  its  surfaces  retain  their  original  degree  of  lustre.
